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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the application in view of the 
amendments above and the remarks which follow. Claims 21-28 and 36-55 were previously 
withdrawn responsive to a restriction requirement. Claims 29, 30, 32 and 35 are amended. 
Claim 34 is canceled because it is incorporated into Claim 29. 

As a result of the foregoing amendments, Claims 29-33, 34, and 35 are pending. 

Examiner Interview 

Applicants thank the Examiner for taking the time to discuss the pending application with 
Applicants' representative (Paul S. Hunter) on April 7, 2010. The Examiner and Applicants' 
representative discussed the claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 and 35 U.S.C. 103, including 
how the Examiner is interpreting the Ma et al . reference. The Examiner made suggestions on 
how to amend the claims to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 1 12 rejection. 

Claim Objections 

On page 2 of the Office Action, the claims are objected to. The Examiner states: 

the Examiner suggests changing "the signal" in claim 29, lines 2, 4 
and 6; claim 30, line 2; claim 32, lines 1-3; and claim 35, line 2, to 
"the received signal". 

Applicants have amended Claim 29 as suggested by the Examiner. Withdrawal of the 
claim objections is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

On page 2 of the Office Action, Claims 30, 32 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph, as allegedly being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The Examiner states that: 
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It is unclear how the additional steps recited in the dependent 
claims relate to the determining steps in claim 29. For example, are 
the steps in claim 30 performed concurrently or sequentially with 
those in claim 29? 

Applicants have amended Claims 30 and 32 to overcome the rejection. Withdrawal of 
the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

On page 3 of the Office Action, Claims 29 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Ma et al . (US Pub. No. 2002/0122382 Al). Applicants have amended 
Claim 29 to include the features of Claim 34, which the Examiner notes as allowable if re- written 
in independent format. The rejection is, therefore, moot and withdrawal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested. 

On page 4 of the Office Action, Claims 30-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Ma et al . as applied to claim 29 above, and further in view of Bealeetal. 
(US Patent No. 5,790,784) wherein claims 30-32 are interpreted to be consistent with Figures 5 
and 6 in the application. Claims 30-33 depend from Claim 29, which has been amended to 
include the features of Claim 34. Claim 34 was noted as allowable if re-written in independent 
format. As such, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

On page 5 of the Office Action, Claim 34 is objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicants thank the Examiner for 
noting Claim 34 as allowable. Applicants have incorporated Claim 34 into Claim 29. 
Withdrawal of the objection is respectfully requested. 
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The Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge any additional fees which may be 
required regarding this application under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.16-1.17, or credit any overpayment, to 
Deposit Account No. 19-0741 .
